Just Forty-eight Hours 


MUSTWITHDRAWTROOPS 


In Case Troops are Not Removed From 


Borders, or More are Landed, the South 


African Republic will Consider 


it an Act of War 


Cape Town, Oct. 10—The Transvaal 


government has sent an ultimatum to 
Great Britain. 


Withdraw ia Foriy-Elsht Hours 
London, Oct 10—A dispatch, from Pre- 


toria says an urgent dispatch has been 
handed to the British diplomatic agent 
requesting- the explicit assurance of 
withdrawal within 48 hours of the Brit- 
ish troops' from the Transvaal borders, 
as well as the withdrawal of all the 
British forces landed in South Africa 
since the Bloemfontein conference. 


Five OTJoclt Tojnorroxv 


The text of the Transvaal is under- 
\ 
stood to now be on the way to the 
British foreign offices. 
According to 


latest advices the time limit expires to- 
morrow afternoon at 5 o'clock, when, if 
the demands of che Boers are not com- 
plied with, further landing or despatch 
of troops will be considered an act of 
war, hostilities will commence im- 
mediately. 


Us Conclusion 


The Transvaal ultimatum is signed 


by Reitz, secretary of state, and con- 
cludes as follows: "All points of mu- 
tual difference to be regulated by arbi- 
tration, all troops on the borders to be 
instantly 
withdrawn, 
all reinforce- 


ments ai-iiveil since June to be removed 
from. South Africa within a reasonable 
time settled by mutual agreement and 
that troops now on the high seas will 
not be Landed in any part of South, 
Africa, 


His Hand. Forced 


Now that Kruger has taken the ir- 


revocable step of issuing an ultimatum 
the only wonder is if Kruger was re- 
solved in fighting1 why he waited so 
long. The explanation seems to be that 
his hand has been, forced by the fact 
that the Boers got out of control, or if 
he should await the arrival of the Brit- 
ish army corps the chances of military 
success for him would be the slimest 
possible. 


The expiration of the time limit to- 


morrow evening does not leave Great 
Britain much time to strengthen her 
present military positon, although there 
a.re still a few troops at Durban, Na- 
tal, available for dispatch to the front 
and the government doubtless now will 
adopt the suggestion to form the re- 
fugees from the raad- into volunteer 
regiments, thus, while relieving dis- 
tress, utilizing excellent material.

Some indication of the war office esti-

every day will be a race day from now 
oiu to the finish with the exception of 
Wi-dnesday. This agreement cf the re- 
gatta commiti.ee and the Shamrock peo- 
ple has proved popular. It is a fair 
proposition and everyone likes the man- 
ner in \vhieh it is met. 


Monday was a foggy day down around 


the Horseshoe and everything was quiet 
on the fleet there except on the decks of 
Columbia, where they were cutting- and 
refitting sails. This is taken in yacht- 
ing- circles to 
indicate nervousness. 


There is nothing to be gained in trying 
to put aside facts. It is as well, and 
oftentimes better, to meet the truth first 
as last, and this Is the truth of the rac- 
ing situation: 


They are worrying on Columbia; they 


are calm and confident on Shamrock. 
The reason for all this is that the Eng- 
lish boat has done the better work on the 
three days of the flukes. Look at it from 
whatever standpoint you 
will, these 


plain facts stare you in the face. At 
two of the daj's at the moment the sig- 
nal "ra'ce off" was set, Shamrock was in 
the lead. On the thtrg day she was no 
worse than on even terms. Indeed the 
weight of opinion is that she was ahead, 
considering her position and the fact 
that she started some seconds behind 
Columbia. Add to this her time allow- 
ance of six seconds and the chances are 
still more in her favor. 


There is good reason for the nervous- 


ness among the Americans, and nothing 
has occurred to diminish it. It is an un- 
pleasant truth, but it is just as well to 


it.

As soon as Hathaway's sailmaJters got 


throug% with the alterations on Colum- 
bia's mainsail Monday morning the sail 
was hauled up from below, bent to the 
mast, boom and gaff and hoisted. After 
Inspection by Mr. Iselin and Captain 
Barr it was decided that the sail was not 
yet fit to do battle in today's race, so it 
was lowered and after some minor al- 
terations it was hoisted again at 3 p. m., 
when it set almost flat as a board, except 
for a few wrinkles up near the head un- 
der the saff. 


A new club topsail was also bent, but 


not hoisted. It was made up on the 
yard and covered, to keep it dry, for the 
air was full of dampness and what old 
sailors call "Scotch mist." The mainsail 
was lowered soon after 4 o'clock, stowed 
on the boom and covered for the nig-ht. 


Mr. Iselin arrived from the city just 


before noon. When seen soon after he 
said: "We are all hoping for a breeze 
so that we may finish at least one race. 
I should like to get through before 
Christmas." 


Mr. Iselin did not care to make any 


comment on the last race further than 
to say that some of the newspaper re- 
ports criticising: Columbia's tactics were 
unfair and uncalled for. Columbia's 
crew, he said, were all well and eager for 
the next race. "If we have a good, steady 
breeze," said he, "I have every confidence 
in the yacht." 


On both Shamrock and Erin there is 


an air of confidence noticeable, and the 
men will be greatly surprised if they do 
not capture the cup. Sir Thomas him- 
self is as certain of carrying the cup over 
to the Royal ITlster Yacht club as he is 
that there are to be at least three more 
races, but he does not care to win it on a 
fluke. His sole desire is for the. better 
boat to win, and if ho cannot win with 
Shamrock, it is more than likely chat ha 
will come again ne.xs year with another 
boat. 


When asked whai had been done 


aboard Shamrock dufcg the day, Sir 
Thomas replied that the crew had not 
touched a piece of rigging or a sail since 
the craft came into her moorings Satur- 
day nisht and ti.at hi= boat was ready 
to sail and race an hour after that -of 
Saturday was declared 
off.

which was hoisted a'nd lowered several 
times during the day. Everyone knew 
tha.t it was not a. new sail, and that sev- 
eral alterations had been madte in it. 
The recutting of the sail gave-theErin 
people more rur.fidence than ever, and 
they felt that the- Columbia people were 
a bit worried as to the outcome of the 
series. They felt that no one would 
spread out a siil in such a fog as pre- 
vailed nearly all^day, thus allowing it 
to get damp and shrink, unless there was 
a fear of be'ng defeated. 


Sir Thomas inquirc-d about the betting, 


and expressed satisfectki, that Sham-' 
jock's stock. w£^s going up, He. did not 
offer any tips; but reiterated his former 
statements that his boat would be sailed 
to win. Sailmaker Ratsey watched the 
tinkering on-Columbia's mainsail with a" 
critical eye^ .but .did not express any 
opinion for publication.

Chicago, Oct. 10.—Chicago's great 


Auditorium, which has been the s<*ene of 
•o many notable events, never held a 
larger gathering than last night, when 
the Chicago day banquet was heldiwlth- 
In its walls under the auspices of the fall 
festival committee. 


The material part of the banquet occu- 


pied two hours, and it was nearly 10 
o'clock when Mr. Stone rapped for order 
and brought the intellectual portion of 
the program to the front in an appropri- 
ate address. 


Governor Tanner welcomed the visit- 


ors on behalf of the state of Illinois. 
Mayor Harrison of Chicago and Senator 
Shelby M. Cullom of Illinois were then 
Introduced in succession by Mr. Stone, 
the former extending to the visitors the 
welcome of the people of Chicago and the 
latter a grt-etlng on behalf of the federal 
officials of Illinois. 


When the ioastmaster rose to introduce 


the president, who responded to the 
sentiment of "The Nation," he was 
greeted with cheers that for a time pre- 
vented his voice from being heard., When 
quiet had been restored Mr. Stone intro- 
duced President McKinley, who spoke as 
follows: 


"I am glad to join you in extending a 


sincere welcome .to. tne distinguished 
statesmen an6ydt.plbmatsiwho represent 
the great countries adjofhing us on the 
south and north. We are bound to them 
both by ties of mutual good neighbor- 
hood. 
We rejoice in their prosperity, 


and we wish them Godspeed in the path- 
way of progress they are so energetically 
and successfully pursuing. 


"On the reverse side of the great seal 


of the United States, authorized by con- 
gress June 20, 1782, and adopted as the 
seal of the United States of America, af- 
ter its formation under the federal con- 
stitution, is the pyramid- signifying 
strength and duration. 
The eye over 


It, and the motto alludes to the many 
signal interpositions of providence in fa- 
vor of the American c&ase. 
The date 


underneath, 1776, is that of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, and fhe words un- 
der it signify the beginning of a new 
American era, which commences from 
that date. 


"It is impossible to trace our history 


since without feeling that the providence 
who was with us in the beginning has 
continued to the nation his gracious in- 
terposition. 
When, unhappily, we have 


been engaged in war, he has given us 
the victory. 
Fortunate, indeed, is it 


that it can be said we have had no clash 
of arms which has ended in defeat, and 
no responsibility resulting trorn war. is 
tainted with dishonor. 
In peace we 


have been signally'blessed, and our pro- 
gress has gone on unchecked and ever 
increasing in the intervening yearsi In 
boundless wealth of soil and mine and 
forest, nature has favored us, while all 
races of men, of every nationality and 
climate, have contributed their good 
blood to make the nation what it is. 


"Our territory is more than four times 


larger than it was when the treaty of 
peace was signed in 1783. Our industrial 
growth has been even more phenomenal 
than that of population or territory. 
Our wealth, estimated in 1790 at $462,000,- 
000, has advanced to 465,000,000,000. 
Ed- 


ucation has not been overlooked. 
The 


mental and. moral equipment of the 
youth upon whom will In the future rest 
the responsibilities of government, have 
had the unceasing and generous caro of 
the state and the nation. 


"Our national credit, often tried, has 


been ever upheld. It'has no superior 
and no stain. 
The United States has 


never repudiated a national obligation, 
either to its creditors or to humanity. It 
will not now begin to do either. It never 
struck a blow except for civilization, and 
never struck its colors. 


"The republic is sturdier and stronger 


than ever before. 
Government by the 


people has been advanced. 
Freedom 


under the /lag is mo-re universal than 
when the Union was formed. Our steps 
have been forward, not backward. From 
Plymouth rock to the Philippines the 
grand triumphant march of humanity 
and liberty has never paused. 


"Fraternity and union are deeply im- 


bedded in the hearts of the American 
people. 
For half a century before the' 


Civil war disunion was the fear of many 
of all sections. That word has gone out 
of the American vocabulary. 
It is 


spoken now only as a historical memory. 
North, south, east and west were never 
so welded together, and, while they may 
differ about internal policies, they are 
all for the Union and the maintenance 
of the integrity of the flag. 


"Has patriotism died out in the hearts 


of the people? Witness the 250.000-tn^n 
•springing to arms, and in 30 days or- 
ganized into regiments for the Spanish 
war, and a million more ready to- re- 
spond; and the more recent enlistment 
of 70,000 -men, with many other thou- 
sands anxious to enlist, but whose set- 
vices were not needed. Has American 
heroism declined? 
The shattered and 


sinking fleets of the Spanish navy at 
Manila and Santiago, the.charge of Sail 
Juan and El Caney. and the intrepid 
valor and determination of our gallajic 
troops in more than 40 engagements in 
Luzon, attest to the fact that the Amer- 
ican soldier and sailor have lost none of 
the qualities which made our earlier 
»rmy and navy illustrious and invincible. 
After 123 years, the pyramid stands un- 
shaken. It hag had some severe shocks, 
but it remains immovable. 
It has en- 


dured the storms of war, only to be 
stronger. 
It stands firmer and gives 


greater promise of duration than when 
the fatfsers made It the symbol of their 
faith. 


"May we not feel assured that if we 


do our duty the providence which fa- 
vored the undertakings of the fathers 
and every stop of our progress since wtll 
continue his watchful care and guidance 
over us, and that the hand that ted us 
to our present place will not relax its 
grasp till we have reached the glorious 
goal he has fixed for us in the achieve- 
ment of his end." 


Following the address of the president, 


which was received with enthusiastic ap- 
proval, Mr. Stone introduced Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler of Canada, who, he announced, 
was to speak on "The Dominion." 
Th« 


greeting accorded the premier of Ca nada 
as he rose was hearty In the extreme. 
The warmth of his welcome for an In- 
•tant embarrassed Sir Wilfrid, but he 
quickly recovered his self-possession. 
His speech was as follows: 


"If history recalls Chicago's destruc- 


tion also recalls her resi>"-««»'— 


recalls tne energy, tne courage, tne raun 
the enthusi.tsm with which her citiz-r.1- 
met mid 1'atvd and conquered an ap- 
palling (.iilaiitily. 
Whenever you nuvt 


courage you aie sure to meet justice uinl 
generosity, and. therefore, 
it is with 


some decree of satisfaction that 1 up 
r»ro:ich the toast to which I have !)^-' 
called to rfsp^nd. 
Because, I must .e,v 


that I feel that though the relations be- 
tween Canada ; nd the tJnitecl Stab's 
are good, though they are brotherly, 
though they are satisfactory, 
in 
m:.' 


judgment they are not as good, ns 
brotherly, as satisfactory, as they ought 
to be. 
We arp of tne same stock. 
We 


speak the f-anip language, we have the- 
same literature, H'ld for more than a 
thousand years we have had a common 
history. We are sometimes too prone to 
stand by the full conceptions of our 
rights, and ^xact all our rights to tho 
last pound of flesh. 
May I not ask if 


there have- not been too often between 
us petty quarrels, which, happily, <2n not 
wound the heart pf the nation? 


"I am proud to say, in the presence of 


the chief executive of the United States, 
that it is the belief of the Canadian gov- 
ernment that we should make a supreme 
effort to better our relations and make 
the government of President McKinley 
and the present government nf Canada, 
with the assent of Great Britain, so to 
work together as to remove all causes of 
dissention between us. 
May I be per- 


mitted to say that we do not desire one 
inch of your land, but if I state that we 
want to hold our land, will that be an 
American sentiment? I am here to say 
•for my fellow countrymen that we want 
not to stand upon the extreme limits of 
our rights. We are ready to give and to 
take. 
We can afford to be just. 


"But, though we may have many little 


bickerings of that kind, I believe that 
after all, when we go down to the bot- 
tom of our hearts we will find that there 
is between us a true, genuine affection 
There are no two nations today on thp 
lace of the glol/s so united as Great Brit- 
ain and the United States of America. 
It is true that there is between the United 
States of America and Great Britain to- 
day no treaty or allinace which the pen 
can write and which 
the pen can 


unmake, but there is between Great 
Britain and the United States^f America 
a unity of blood, of blood which is thicker 
than water. 


"It was no unusual occurrence before 


thV'month of May, 1898, to read in the 
British pres^ of American arrogance: 
neither,,was it an unusual occurrence to 
read- in the American press of British 
brutality. Since May, 1898, these ex- 
pressions have disappeared 
from the 


vocabulary. The only expressions which 
you find in 'the press of either country 
now are words of mutual respect and 
mutual affection. 
. "War between Great Britain and the 
United States would be criminal-—just 
as criminal as the Civil war which d'eso- 
lateff your country some. 30 years ago. 
The civiiized world has ccrme to the con- 
clusion that it was a benefit to mankind 
that this rebellion 
did not succeed. 


Your country was desolated for four long 
years by the scourge of Civil war. Of 
the many things which are to be ad- 
mired.in this great country of yours, the 
one thing which I most admire is the ab- 
solute success with which you have re- 
established the Union and erased all 
traces of the Civil war. 


"There was a civil war in the last cen- 


tury between England and her colonies. 
If the union which then existed between 
England and her colonies was severed 
it was through the fault of the British 
government of that day. If the British 
government of that day had treated the 
American colonies as the British gov- 
ernment for the last 20 or 50 years has 
treated its colonies; if Great Britain had 
given you then the same degree of liberty 
which it gives to Canada; if it had given 
you, 
as it has given us, legislative inde- 


pendence absolute, the result would have 
been different. We cannot expect that 
the union whici was then severed shall 
ever be restored, but can we not hope 
that at least there can be a union of 
hearts? 


"Can we not hope that the banners of 


England and the banners of the United 
States shall never again meet in con- 
flict, except those conflicts provided by 
the arts of peace? Can we not hope that

The second 
time, less than 40 years ago, we had to 
battle against Nspoleonic intervention, 
and in spite of on? heroic resistance, pro- 
longed for five years, we might have 
succumbed, yielding to force, had it not 
been for the powerful influence of the 
United States, which promptly settled 
matters In our favor. 


"That historical fact has not been for- 


gotten by any true Mexican, and we all 
keep it engraved in our hearts. Today 
everybody knows that my country, under 
an independent Republican government,

the beaten track of travel and unmo- 
lested by c«py seeking journalists. It 
is also partly due to the character of 
the people themselves; there is nothing 
so much that the Boer desires as to ba 
let alone. 


The average Boer home is on a great 


farm where the homestead stands in 
the center of a tract of land often num- 
bering a dozen miles. The nearest 
neighbors are miles away and the fam- 
ily may not see them for weeks at a 
time, except at the meeting house in 
town, where all go on Saturday to re- 
main for the service on Sunday. 


The Boer woman is very little like the 


trim, handsome Dutchwomen of her 
ancestral Holland. She is seldom pret- 
ty. 
Her complexion is he/ principal 


charm, and she guards this carefully 
whenever she goes out. She is never 
seen outdoors without a great peaked 
bonnet on her head, her visits to church 
being made behind an almost oriental 
seclusion of veils. This is necessary to 
preserve the pink and white of her skin, 
for the climate would otherwise soon 
tan it to the color of sole leather. Her 
eyes are small and set close together, 
and her features are irregular. 
Her 


cheeks are broad and flat, and her hair 
is naturally light in color, although 
time and weather soon bleach it from 
its early straw color. At a very early 
age she loses all her teeth, for she is 
constantly chewing sweet cakes and 
confectionery. A 
European 
woman 


would replace the molars that nature 
has deprived her of with well mounted 
works of art, but the Boer woman does 
not do this; she thinks it would be im- 
pious thus, to try to duplicate the work 
of the Creator. Her figure is thick and 
almost waistless. While still a young 
woman she begins to grow fat, and by 
the time middle life is reached she is 
often so unwieldy that the only exer- 
cise she is able to take is to waddle 
cumbersomely from one armchair to 
another. She is clad in a loose, scantily 
made gown devoid of trimming and ap- 
parently waistless. The day garments 
of the Boers are also their nightclothes, 
so the gown is generally wrinkled. 


The education of the women of the 


veldts is;very simple. The older ones, 
or at any rate many of them, are un- 
able to read and write, even among the 
better classes, but the younger people 
show an immense interest in letters, 
There are no free schools and only the 
children of the well-to-do are able to at- 
tend the academies in the towns, for 
heavy fees are charged all scholars. 
One reason why the Boer children -are 
fond of their bchool and cry if they 
are compelled to stay at home is be- 
cause it is a break in the monotony ot 
the day. Life is dull in the Transvaal. 


The school faculty usually consists of 


a head master and sometimes a -woman 
assistant. Tho woman seldom remains 
a teacher more than one term, for the 
admiration of the young Boer planters 
is so great for,a woman gifted enough 
to read and spell and thrifty enough 
to earn money with her brain that 
some well-to-do bachelor usually soon 
persuades her to marry him. The de- 
mand for wives in South Africa is never 
equal to the supply. 


Life in the Dutch republic is patri- 


archically simple. The Boers until re- 
cently cared nothing about the gold or 
diamonds with which their rich prov- 
inces were teeming; they wished to 
live quietly and peaceably on their 
great farms, raising sheep and goats 
and enough produce to supply their fam- 
ily's simple wants. When the vrouw 
wants a new gown or mynherr a new 
pair of corduroy trousws or a high 
crowned hat, he gathers up some os- 
trich feathers from the birds in the 
camps, or drives to market a few of his 
cattle and comes back amply supplied 
with what clothing the family thinks it 
needs for the year. 


Weary and desolate is the life on the 


great karroos; no wonder the faces of 
the women take on that vacant, im- 
passive expression. The life of the Boer 
housewife of the bPtter class is almost 
colorless. She rises with the rest of 
the family at daylight, and, after a 
chapter from the liible read by the 
male head of tho house, a basin and 
towel are passed around to the mem- 
bers of the»family by one of the Kaffir 
maidservants. Each one dips a corner of 
the towel into the water and carelessly 
brushes it over his or her face. Thon 
the hands are dipped in tho water and 
dried and the basin and towel are pass- 
ed on to the next one. In the Trans- 
vaal cleanliness is not regarded as nnxt 
to godliness. After this breakfast is serv- 
ed. It is often eaten in the kitchen and 
is prepared by tho Kaffir servants out- 
doors while the family was at its de- 
votions, for the Boers believe that the 
black people are "descended from apes 
and do not need salvation." 


When the family is gathered about 


the table, on which there is always a 
large dish of meat, a long grace is said. 
Only the men are served at this first 
table; the women eat alone. During 
the grace all eyes are fixed on the meat 
dish and every man firmly grasps his 
fork as he makes mental choice of the 
piece he wants. 
The moment the 


"amen" is said every one makes a Jab 
at the portion he has selected, and in 
case two have fixed upon the same 
piece it is the most dexterous that bears 
off the prize. For breakfast there is 
nothing but meat with bread and 
butter served with coffee, the staple 
beverage of the Boers. 


When the meal is over, the housewife 


ensconces herself beside a little table 
in the window of the living room. A 
shining coffee urn stands on the table, 
and from this the vrouw now and then 
fortifies herself with deep drafts of 
strong coffee drunk from queer, handle- 
less cups. Should a guest drop in dur- 
ing the day he will be served with 
coffee and sweet cakes, and between 
meals coffee will be given to any mem- 
ber of the family who may want it. 
The children play about the vrouw and 
the servants come in and out to receive 
orders, but the housewife does not stir. 
At noon, when the sun shines down hot 
and-bright on kopje and karroo, doors 
and.windows are closed and the entire 
family retires for a noonday siesta. The 
beds are huge wooden affairs topped 
with feather beds, with 
sheepskins 


underneath as a foundation. Except in 
the best houses, fleas abound, and the 
nap would be a very disturbed one for 
Europeans. When the sun has gone 
down, every one goes to work again, 
although there is not much labor done 
by any of the white pepple, the negro 
servants, Kaffirs, Hottentots and Zulus 
toiling while the Boer or his wife or 
daughter directs them. The story that 
President Kruger's wife does her own 
cooking is therefore a. fiction. Like 
all people who live in southern lati- 
tudes, the Boers are lovers of their ease 
and consider it beneath their dignity to 
do anything that one of the black serv- 
ants can do for them. 


Only two meals a day are served. 


Dinner, which is put upon the table in 
the evening, is the principal one. In 
their gardens there are plenty of vege- 
tables, such as cabbages, cauliflowers, 
Indian corn, cucumbers, potatoes and 
carrots. In the orchards are all sorts 
of fruits and the vineyards are heavy 
with great bunches of iu=ninii= grapes. 
When the evening meal is over, the 
cattle are driven home to the kraals 
and for awhile the family may sit out 
on the "stoep" or around the door 
watching the night come on, the south- 
ern cross and the stars shining with 
wonderful brilliancy in the dark blue 
of the tropical sky. The Kaffirs and 
the Hottentot servants squat before the 
doors of their huts a few rods from the 
house and sing their weird chants or 
tell in a singsong tone their quaint folk 
tales in which one may now and then 
hear stories that have been handed 
down from generation to generation. 
Hundreds of years ago in the African 
deserts were foreshadowed the stories 
of Uncle Remus and Brer Rabbit and 


Mr. Fox. The Boers themselves art 
without imagination, and the practical 
mother of the house is probaoly turning 
over in her mind some'scheme in r«- 
gard to the household if she thiaks at 
all, for no people seem to have so thor- 
oughly effaced thought and retired into 
that 
beatific state of contemplation 


akin to Nirvana as the \\e\\ fed, self 
satisfied Boers. When bedtlma comes, 
the watch dogs are turned loose and 
the family retires to its feather couches. 


Should a stranger come to the door 


even in the middle of the night the hos- 
pitable Boors will turn out of their beds 
and give one up to the stranger, while 
the house vrouw gets up and sees that 
the servants set before the stranger 
the best her pantiy affords. 


The housc-s are ono storied, built of 


mud as a rule, and painted white or red. 
They arc> soon covered with luxuriant 
vinori and aie therefore picturesque. 
They contain from four to six rooms, 
the voorhuis or parlor being opened 
only on state days. The walls of all 
the rooms are painted green or blue or 
mauve, and the parlor is hung with pic- 
tures representing scenes from the Bi- 
ble. 
In the parlors of houses in the 


larrre towns one may now and then hear 
a piano or an organ, played by the 
daughters who have been away to 
school. Tho parlor is not remarkable 
for its luxury even in the best houses, 
wooden benches and tables and a gor- 
geous iamily Bible being about all it 
contains. Some very modern folks have 
a large photograph album, but pho- 
tographers are, as a rule, but little 
patronized. A folding door generally, 
divides the parlor from the dining room, 
which is just behind it. 


On Sunday every family goes ta 


church. If too far from town, worship 
is held in the parlor. All the Boers be- 
long to the Dutch Reformed church, 
and the minister, or predikant, as they 
call him, is a more important person 
even than the rector in an English vil- 
lage. He settles dogmatically all moot- 
ed questions of morals and when any ot 
his parishioners 
departs 
from tha 


straight and narrow pathway as it'lg 
understood in the Transvaal, he is haul- 
ed before the predikant and bis elders 
and roundly lectured for his failing. 


The great social events of the Boer 


woman's life are the days when the 
predikant comes to dine with her fam- 
ily at weddings, christenings, con- 
firmations and the Nachtmaal. Those 
who cannot go to church every Sunday, 
on account of the distance from town 
hitch up the six spans of oxen to tha 
white covered wagon, and, laden with 
presents from the farm to be presented 
to the predikant, go trundling over tha 
karroos and mountains to the nearest 
town where they take communion on 
Sunday in the church and afterward 
partake of a feast at their town houses, 
for nearly all the well-to-do Boers have 
town houses and farm residences. Tha 
town houses are closed except at such 
times as they drive in to church. Some- 
times they have two country houses be- 
tween which they divide their time, 
according to the plentifulness of grasa 
in one place or the other. Women and 
children pile into the great ox wagons 
in which they sleep and live until tha 
new home is reached. The food is cook- 
ed over an open fire which is kept 
lighted all night, for, while the days are 
warm, the nights on the karroos are 
very cold. Beside this there is danger 
from the wild beasts that roam over 
the lonely plains and from wandering 
bands of black banditti. To sleep thus 
under the stars with the wail of the 
plover and the howl of the jackal in 
one's ears and -the danger of death al- 
ways at hand would try the nerves of 
a man, but the Boer woman has no 
nerves. Indeed, she sleeps as soundly 
under the sky as in her feather bed 
under the tin roof at home. She can 
shoot as well as the men, and if there 
were a night attack would probably 
shoulder her own gun and help drive 
back the marauders. Not alone un- 
erring shots, but fine horsewomen as 
well, in the old days when there was 
strife between the blacks and the 
whites, parties of Boer women have 
often alone and unaided defended the 
laager, or fort, from the savages who 
expected to find them easy prey. In- 
tensely patriotic, they teach their chil- 
dren to love freedom, fear God and hate 
the English. This is about their creed. 
Schooled in a rough school and with 
Dutch obstinacy in their blood, tha 
Boer women will be dangerous enemies 
to the all conquering Britons, for they 
will, like the Spartans of old, send their 
husbands and brothers and sons and 
sweethearts out to repel the invaders 
with the injunction, "With your shield 
or on it."

SECULARIZING THE. SABBATH 


It la probably profitless to continue 


the discussion on secularizing the Sab- 
bath, which has been precipitated by 
the Baptist church and its earnest pas- 
tor, Rev. J. H. Spencer. The subject 
is one of considerable magnitude and 
cannot be more than very imperfectly 
touched upon in the limit of a news- 
paper article. It is a bUbject in which. 
men hold strong and sacred opinion, 
and it is difficult for even the minister 
to discuss it from the pulpit without 
appearing to oppose 
the 
treasured 


thought of others. There is probably 
no subject on wliich there is more var- 
iety of opinion. The church opinion 
concerning it is as varied as denom- 
inational creeds. And right here is an- 
illustration of how liable one is uo say 
something about this matter that might 
be misunderstood. We do not mean to 
say that any part of the church claims 
the Sabbath is not being secularized, 
but we do mean to say that It con- 
tains a wide difference of opinion as to 
the kind of conduct which secularizes 
the day. In this regard we think it but 
fair to say that we do not believe the 
church universal would condemn the 
conduct of Professor Barton. We would 
rather expect condemnation of his con- 
duct to come alone from some Presby- 
terian assembly yet struggling under 
the chilling rigors of unabated cal- 
vinism. 


Concerning "worship" and the "secu- 


larizing" of the Sabbath, the ques- 
tions are largely matters of interpreta- 
tion as we have already intimated. 
How far we are to condemn the scien- 
tific spirit, the works of necessity and 
the craving for recreative activities is 
something that each man must deter- 
mine for himself and each organiza- 
tion, also. 
We know of r,o accepted 


standard for their measurement. But 
we should like to touch on the church 
herself as the most powerful secular- 
izing agency and also as the greatest 
force now operating to change the con- 
ception of worship. 


The most casual observer 
must 


have noticed how rapidly the church 
has been secularizing herself, how radi- 
cally she is changing- the spirit of her 
worship. In the present day we have 
the church engaged in almost every 
kind of social work. She is no longer 
an exclusive religious institution; she is 
a. teacher of ethics, a teacher of poli- 
tical economy, a teacher of sociology 
and a teacher of almost everything else. 
The people are not surprised to find 
every variety of thing- taken* into her 
pulpits. She talks war, discusses liter- 
ature, invites fraternal organizations in 
regalia to be preached at, takes up the 
political problems of the community 
and state, has to do with philanthropy 
conducts charities, proposes to conduct 
saloon^ establishes libraries, lyceums 
and innumerable socializing and edu 
eating institutions and even engages in 
trade in competition with the retai 
merchant. In, his partial enumeration 
we have omitted the church fair with 
Us latteries and catch-penny device 
for raising church funds and trie in 
formed will detect many other imp-art 
ant omissions. So, let it not be forgot 
ten that the church not merely means 
a holy order in a holy temple for th 
worship of the everlasting God. And ii 
remembering that it no longer mean 
this, remember that it appears as a 
very much secularized institution, yc 
ont> claiming to be the sole safeguard o 
the panrtity 
f>f the Sabbath and th 


consecration of the day to communloi 
with and praise of the Creator. It i 
well not to forget that tho gcologis 
economist, political scientist and stu 
dent o£ sociology have reason to believ 
that they can pursue their studies oui 
side church doors as well as inside them 
Here, we think, lies the greatest agenc 
to tho secularizing of the Sabbath— 
the much secularized church. 


We now come to thu question of wor- 


ship, and we approach it with all th 
reverence of v.hioh w<> are capable. I 
we should ask the question, "What 
tho central and most vital theme o 
thf ohurrh today?" wfi should f>e vea< 
ily answered, ''Christ." Christ is th 
central and vital theme of the churc 
The- fatheVhood of God is the hlghes 
deism of the church, but it is wonde 
fully obscured by 
the teaching o 


Christ. The sovereign God and Cr 
a tor, and God the father are almos 
crowded out of the hearts of men b 
the needed and vital Christ. The Chri 
Is the demand and the stay of the age 
And it la all because the kingdom o 
Heaven is giving way bo the kingdom 
on earth. A revolution hns sudden 
been worked hi tho thought of the 


world and' Immortality 'doea not concern 
us half BO much, aa the right relation- 
ship of men, and the Christ IB tho world 
model after which men have agreed to 
construct society. The forgiveness of 
sins today means far less than the prac- 
tice of righteousness; and so the wor- 
ship of the Eternal aa a solace for world 
grief and ra the hope of peace In the 
hereafter does not concern men. half, so 
much aa the taking of. the Christ, life 
into their own lives and into the life of 
all the world. Jesus at the right hand 
of God making' continual intercession 
for us .3 not so Imperative as the spirit 
of Jesus In the realm of affairs1 and in 
the conduct of m&n. This is the modern 
Christianity, 
the 
Christianity 
the 


church has taught to meet the demands 
of the times. In teachtngthis the church 
opened her floodgates and let her 
wealth

King Cetewayo Appreciated the Tenor's 


Singing of "Old Dog Tray." 


"Tb*re is much in a name, or at least 


I think so," said Albert Gerard-Thiers, 
the tenor, who once sang for old Cete- 
wayo, king of the Znlns. Mr. Gerard- 
Thiers several years ago bore the Ten- 
tonic cognomen of Theiss and had it 
changed to Thiers, His fame spread, and 
his middle name was wedded to his sur- 
name with a hyphen. 


"I am more'French than German," 


he con tinned, "and my vocal method is 
not at all German. Many people im- 
agine that a German vocalist is a mas- 
ter of the gnttural, and that is one rea- 
son why I had my name changed. I have 
no prejudice against the German meth- 
od, only I prefer the French method of 
singing. Peaple who were introduced to 
me used to ask if I was German. As J 
speak French and not German, I con- 
cluded to chauge my name to Thiers. 
My wife is an American, but she has 
lived so long in Paris that she speaks 
French like a native and has nothing 
German in her appearance or manners." 


"Did you sing in French to King 


Cetewayo?" 


"No; I sang in English. The old 


Zulu was in captivity when I saw him 
in Africa. I was singing in Cape Colony 
in my boyhood days with an English 
opera company, and after it stranded I 
visited the dethroned African monarch, 
The English kept him guarded at a 
farmhouse, bnt allowed him privileges. 
I sang several operatic airs for him, hut 
they did not please him, and in despair 
I tried'Old Dog Tray.' He liked it, 
and when told the story he said a dog 
was faithful and wished roe to sing it 
again. Then he embarrassed me exceed 
ingly by presenting me with two of his 
wives. Each was more than MX feet iu 
height and blaok as the aco of spades.

Why Many Criminal* Are Easily Brought 


to Jiutice. 


"One reason why detectives appear 


to do something miraculous occasional- 
ly is that there is after all very little 
originality in criminals," said one of 
Chief Hazen's eleuthhounds recently. 


"When a man sets ont to get money 


by crooked means, he seldom sits down 
and evolves a new plan 
On the con- 


trary, he evidently thinks of the smart 
cases he has heard of at different times, 
makes np his mind which suits him 
best and copies the plan adopted very 
closely indeed. 


"Hence, when the detective sets out, 


he has, in many instances, quite a 
string of precedents to take as guides tq j 
the course the criminal will probably 
pursue. 


"One case, years ago, that helped me 


immensely in the business, was a forg- 
ery. The man had disappeared and left 
no clew whatever behind. 


"I obtained access to his room and 


found that he had developed a partial- 
ity for cutting scraps from newpapers. 
There was a whole drawerful of these, 
and I went through them carefully. 


"Several had relation to forgery 


cases, and one cutting that appeared to 
be pretty badly fingered described how 
a forger had got away in woman's at- 
tire. 


"I worked on the theory that my 


bird had flown in this manner and fol- 
lowed it np until I finally got on the 
track and captured the criminal. 


"The capture was regarded as a very 


remarkable one, but, as a matter of 
fact, the runaway had left for me an 
exceedingly valuable olew. If he had 
taken the precaution to burn that cut- 
ting, he might have escaped capture al- 
together."—Cincinnati Enquirer.

BXPLOEED THE ICE CAVE. 


Mr. Bulch of Philadelphia who has 


fceeu stopping at the Greylock hotel the 
past week has during his stay in town 
visited the Williams Cave which is 
Bituated on Petersburg mountain near 
the Vermont line and was very much 
pleased with the expedition^ Mr. Br.lch 
has made a life study of Ice caverns 
and hearing of this cave came here to 
explore It. He was piloted into the 
cave by Frank Williams after -whom 
the cave was named and who Is the 
only, man -who has ever been into the 
cave any distance. Mr. Bulch is one of 
th« editors of the Appalachla and a 
xnetnbtr of the Appalachian club of 
Philadelphia. He has visited and ex- 
plored lc» cav«rn» In Austria, Hungary, 
China, Siberia, Japan, 
France, Italy 


and America. He has made a life 
•study of Ice caverns and claimed after 
visiting the Williams cave that his 
theory in regard to the formation of 
•these caverns had been wonderfully 
Strengthened but did not state what his 
theory was. He also visited the snow 
hole but claimed he found nothing re- 
markable about it but that the Wil- 
liams cave was one of the most re- 
markable he had ever explored. He 
and three other men he says are the 
only men in America who are making 
this study a life work and that he has 
for several years been writing a book 
which is now nearly completed and will 
soon be ready for publication. He is 
now preparing a lecture which he will 
on his return deliver to his club. He 
took many notes on the wonders of this 
remarkable cave which will be ar- 
ranged for his next lecture. The cave 
is fast becoming famous and Mr. Wil- 
liams is often called upon to pilot par- 
ties who wish to explore the cave.

Dr. Barney of Brooklyn H»d the 


Child Swallow tfce Thread With a 


i Mixture of Bread and Milt —Kept 


Bold of One Eud—ClUld Now Fully 
Recovered. 
What is said to be a case without a 


precedent in the history of medicine Is 
the saving of a Brooklyn child's life 
by removing a metal screw from its 
stomach by means of raw silk, which 
it was inilucc'il to swallow with its 
food, says tho New York Times. The 
operation occurred a few weeks ago, 
but it became generally ,:uown only 
the other clay. 


Tho eliild in question is the only 


daughter of parents who live in re- 
duced circumstances in Second street 
near Fifth avenue. The father belongs 
to oue of the b'est known families in 
Brooklyn. lie had a falling out with 
his relatives and has had to make a 
living as best he could since. Among 
othor things he has done a little car- 
pentering. 


One (I.iy while the father was out 


and the mother was engaged In house- 
work their baby daughter, playing 
about the rooms, dragged to the floor 
her father's working coat, which hung 
on the back of a chair, and brought 
forth from oue of its pockets some 
screws and nails. One of the screws, 
an inch and a half long, the baby put 
into its mouth. The mother looked at 
the chi-ld just at that time. She be- 
came greatly alarmed and ran to the 
baby's side to get the screw away. The 
little one became frightened and swal- 
lowed it. The mother put her finger 
down the child's throat in an 'effort to 
get hold of the screw. She could not 
reach it. 
Then she held the child 


downward by the feet and slapped it 
on the back. The screw would not be 
dislodged. 


Then the mother ran to the office of 


Dr. George D. Barney, a block and a 
half away. She was -wildly excited 
and wanted to take the child at once 
to a hospital and have an operation 
performed. 


Dr. Barney realized that It was nec- 


essary to think and act promptly. A 
surgical operation on the child he knew 
would greatly endanger its life. 
He 


looked around his office, and his eyes 
rested upon some raw silk in his bag, 
used in tying arteries. 
This silk is 


very flue, yet very strong. 


"It dawned upon me like a flash," 


said Dr. Barney the other night, "that 
I might save the little one's life with 
that raw silk, which is as fine aa a 
cobweb. I believed the screw had not 
yet reached the illiosequel valve and 
that I could get the silk into the child's 
stomach before the screw had a chance 
to leave it. 


"I caught up the bag ^nd hurried 


•with the mother around t* her rooms. 
Then I took a number of the fine 
strands and mixed a lot of the stuff 
with some bread and milk. The bread 
was crumbled fine, and just enough 
milk was useft. to make a paste. The 
other ends of the silk I kept in my 
hands. Then we set to work to get the 
baby to swallow the mixture. We had 
some trouble to get her to do so, but 
at last she consented. 
She did not 


relish the stuff, but managed to swal- 
low it by a great effort. 


"I counted that when those fine fibers 


of silk got into tho child's stomach 
the revolving or paristolic action would 
weave whatever matter was there and 
that the screw would become tangled 
with the silk. I allowed the silk to 
remain down eight minutes. Then I 
began to pull slowly. It was a hard 
pull. 
The silk cam'e up for a short 


distance, and then there was a stop. 
I began to pull again. The child made 
an effort to vomit, and this aided me 
in withdrawing the silk. Then to my 
great satisfaction I found the screw 
in the center of the bolles or mass of 
food anil imbedded in the fibers of the 
silk I had drawn from the child's 
stomach.''

HIS OWN PORTRAIT, 


How an ArtUt Paints • Picture of 


Himself. 


It has been a common practice -with 


artists of all ages and countries to 
paint their own pictures, and at the 
TJfflzi gallery in Florence can be seen a 
magnificent collection of portraits of 
the world's great painters done by, 
themselves. It Is a coveted honor to be 
invited to contribute one's own portrait 
to this collection, for one must be emi- 
nent before this compliment Is paid. As 
may be easily understood, painting 
one's own portrait Is a somewhat trou- 
blesome task, for the painter must do 
a good deal from memory, especially, 
if he puts himself in an attitude which 
It is difficult to reflect in a mirror. A 
straightforward portrait looking out of 
the picture is obviously the easiest to 
manage, for the painter has only to 
place the mirror in front of him to see 
his model. 


Triple and quadruple mirrors must 


be employed when the attitude is in 
any way removed from full face. A 
profile would be more difficult to see 
for oneself, but a three-quarter face 
•would be no less so, as In both cases 
the artist would be working from a re- 
flection of a reflection, which, to say 
the least of it, is a bothering condition. 


The looking at oneself for a long 


time is one of the strange and trying 
conditions of painting one's own por- 
trait, for difficulties and complexities 
appear to grow the more one tries to 
grapple with them. Like the road to 
the tired traveler, -which seems to 
lengthen as he goes, so the difficulties 
of painting oneself appear to increase 
rather than diminish the more one 
looks at oneself. 


Apart from painting one's one por- 


trait, artists largely draw from them- 
selves, for a man can more easily as- 
sume a particular attitude than get 
another person to do so. Then for, de- 
tails, such as a hand, arm, nose, eye, 
the artist and a mirror supply all that 
is required. Another of the many uses 
of a mirror is to reverse the -work dur- 
ing its progress, as reversing a draw- 
ing will often reveal an awkwardness; 
want of balance or faulty drawing, 
•which might otherwise go undetected.

that had been soundless so> long. 


A man paralyzed on one side, so that 


it was with apparent difficulty that he 
could use the arm and leg, found after 
treatment that he could use the limbs 
readily. 


A man,almost blind'derived apparent 


benefit from his first tratment. 


A boy of 14 was treated for a helpless 


condition, resulting from infantile pa- 
ralysis. He was s,o relieved from a two 
minute treatment that he was able to 
stand alone, a thing he had not done in 
years. 


The other cases treated were in the 


same line, all patients apparently be- 
ing greatly benefited.

Before the convention it was 
current talk that Mr. Russell's chances 
were not of the best, and nearly every 
one expected that the vote would bo 
very close. 
The managers for both 


candidates had picked up a number of 
credentials, and were busy for an hour 
before the convention was called to or 
der in finding men to vote on them. 


It was freely talked after the convn- 
fion that Mr. Knight would probably 
i"" .1 leading candidate for the council- 
i-ssiiip next year, when the nomination 
•ui ! '>•> conceded to Hampden county. 
Dv, i.-4i ' H. Ives of Holyoke was or. 
hand ix-m-v. ing acqaintances yesterday, 
and was mining enough to admit that 
he was not likely to be backward about 
going- after the nomination another 
year. 


Colonel A. H. Goetting nf Springfield 


was chairman. The uport of the cre- 
dential committc » showed 28.1 delegates 
present out of t'v .141 to which the con- 
vention is entitled, representing six 
cities and S4 towns. Hampden county 
was represented by 116 delegates out of 
127, Berkshire- had fl!) present out of 105 
Franklin had .-57 out of 5.°, and Hamp- 
shire 33 out of 36. 


Ralph W. Ellis of Springfield present- 


ed the name of Robert A. Knight, say- 
ing in the course of his speech: "Berk- 
shire county is not in a position to as!t 
for more offices than she now has. \Ye 
all exriect to cast our ballots, for a 
Berkshire man. Murray Crane, for gov- 
ernor of the commonwealth. There is 
no need for Berkshire to have a coun- 
cilor in his board to present the needs 
of Berkshire county. Berkshire, on the 
name of Congressman Lawrence, has 
received the vote of a district of which 
she is not a part; Berkshire also has a 
state senator from a district of which 
she is only a part. Hampden county 
is learly and incontestable- entitled 10 
name the councilor this year." 


Judge N. H. Bixby of Adams pre- 


sented the name of Berkshire's candi- 
date. He said it was with pleasure that 
he rose to present the name of Parley 
A. Russell of Great Barrington. 
He 


could not see how Berlrshire was crowd- 
ing hersejf forward. She presented the 
name of a man who had served only 
one year. 
Tf the preceding speaker 


wanted it understood that the nomina- 
tion always went two years to a county 
regardless of the individual, he wished 
to take issue with him. It was true 
that in 1S97 T?eri--<?l.irp nnmf.,1 thp man 
and he was elected, but the election 
that year was under a special condi- 
tion. It was the understanding that 
Mr. Plunkptt was chosen regardless of 
county to serve one year. The present 
incumbent has served one year -ablv 
and well and no one can deny it. No 
one can deny his experience has quali- 
fied him for the office for another year.

congruity of the numbers when both 
the new and old systems are in use, and 
that the change will be accomplished 
without calling in the penalty provided 
by the ordinance. 


This is the first time that a scientific 


system of numbering has been applied 
to th& streets of thei city, and 
the 


changes in some instances will be con- 
siderable. A number is assigned for 
each 20 feet, so that it will be a simple 
matter for a person in search of a, cer- 
tain number to calculate how far he 
will have to travel, by noticing what 
number he is passing at the time. It 
also provides a means whereby room 
is left for new houses to take their 
proper numbers, and when the work is 
completed its benefits will be very 
manifest.

The much discussed combination of 


knit goods manufacturers 
has been 


formed, and all the well known manu- 
facturers of Troy and vicinity are mem- 
bers'. The chief result o-f the organiza. 
tion will be a decided increase in the 
price of underwear. 
Each, member of 


the association binds himself to abide 
by the prices established. The increase 
is shown in the following- resolution 
which, was adopted: 


"That in view of the advance of all 


the materials that enter into the cost 
of underwear a minimum advance 
of 30 cents per dozen be advised on. all 
cotton fleeces for men's a.nd women's 
wear, and that no less than $1 per dozen 
on goods made 'in large part of wool 
would meet the advanced cost of goods 
of this description-. That on children's 
and youths' goods 60 per cent of the 
advance of men's and women's should 
obtain, and that if yarns, cotton, wool, 
etc., continue to appreciate in price a 
still larger advance will be necessary." 


The Monthly Crop Reports 


The state board of agriculture's 


monthly crop bulletin for 
September 


contains the following reports from 
nearby towns: 


Cheshire—The corn crop is the best 


for a number of years. Rowen and fall 
feed are not quite up to the average. 
It has been so dry that less fall seeding 
than usual has been done, but more, 
will be done later. Potatoes are more 
than an average crop and the quality 
is the very best. Cabbages are looking 
well: turnips a fair crop; celery and 
root crop about average. Apples are 
more plenty than was expected; other 
fruits not up to the average by 40 per 
cent. 


New Ash ford— Indian corn compares 


well with an average crop. Rowen and 
fall seed are not up to the usual aver- 
age. The usual amount of fall seeding 
has been done and it is in good condi- 
tion. Onions are a good crop. Potatoes 
are above the average in yield and of 
good quality. The prospect is good for 
root crops, celery and other late market 
garden crops. Apples are plenty. 


To the Baptist Church and the Poem 


Read by Him to the Party of 


Students on the Summit oi 


Greylock Mountain. 


The following is the full text of the 


letter sent by Proftsaor Barton of Bos- 
ton institute of technology to the Bap- 
tist church in answer to the protest 
against the tup of his party to the 
summit of Gruylock. The substance o£ 
the letter 
was given in Saturday's 


issue of the Transcript and Ke\r. J. H. 
Spencers answer Sunday evening was 
reported yesterday, but the exact text 
of the letter will be of interest. It is 
given here: 


"There are two ways of looking at 


this matter. I could consider that you 
were meddling with what 
did 
not 


concern you. Another, and I prefer to 
regard it as the correct way of looking 
at it, is that you act from conscientious 
motives, thinking that I and my party 
will be desecrating the Sabbath. 


"Prom my point of view, we are ob- 


serving the Sabbath just as reverent- 
ially as you are. We shall be busy 
studying the handiwork of the Creator 
on Greylock as you v,ill study his rev- 
elation in church. Greylock and Hoosac 
mountains are of exceptional interest 
for the study of geology. 1 am instruct- 
ing this class of teachers, who are, in 
turn, to teach our young people. 


"Why do I take Sunday? North Ad- 


ams is a long way from Boston. Our 
teachers are poor, and generally poorly 
paid. We take advantage of a cheap ex- 
cursion from Boston. Saturday and 
Sunday are their only days. We utilize j 
this time to our best advantage. 


'•If you were to accompany us on 


Greylock, you would find iia my satchel 
a little book called "Thoughts of God," 
from which I shall read to my party. 
It is a book that Was travelled widely 
with me, and is the one book alone that 
I took on the ice cap in the interior of 
Greenland in 
1S9G. when 
we 
were 


obliged to limit ourselves to the least j 
possible weight. 
| 


"I have perfect reppect for 
your 


principles and hope you will come to 
see that I am honest in mine." 


During the time spent by the party 


on the summit of the mountain, Prof. 
Barton read to the party a poem from 
"Thoughts of God," referred to in his 
letter. The poem will interest many, 
nr.ti follows: 
G-od ploughed one day with an earth- 


quake, 


"And drove his fui'rows deep! 


The huddling plains upstarted. 


The hills were all aleap. 


But that is the mountain's secret; 


Age hidden in their breast: 


"God's peace is everlasting.," 


Are the dream-words of their rest. 


The people of tired cities 


Come up to their shrines and pray; 


God freshens again within them, 


As he passes by all day. 


And lo, I have caught their secret, 


The beauty deeper than all, 


This faith—that life's hard moments, 


When the jarring sorrows befall, 


Are but God ploughing his mountains; 


And the mountains yet shall be 


The source of his grace and freshness 


And his peace everlasting to me. 
In reporting the return of Professor 


Barton's party to Boston, the Boston 
Herald speaks as follows: 


"Mr. Barton's friends, who greeted 


him more warmly than ever yesterday 
at North Adams, were emphatic in the 
statement that the letter of the church 
no more represented the genuine sen- 
timent of the town on the matter than 
the "blue laws" represent present pub- 
lic opinion." 


That the protest of the local church 


is attracting widespread attention is 
shown in the following, from the news 
columns of the Boston Transcript of 
Monday evening: 


"Rev. Arthur Tattle, D. D., pastor of

Second 
Congregational church, 


Dorchester, took occasion yesterday to 
deeply 
deplore 
the commendation 


which had been given to Professor Bar- 
ton's project. He said that to his mind 
it did not augur well for the future of 
the republic, and he could not believe 
that much could be learned in gaology 
while going at the rate of about forty 
miles an hour, when it required a life- 
time for Professor Hitchcock to study 
the geology of the Connecticut valley. 
It requires, he said, a great deal of 
time and patience to learn geology or 
theology, and 
an 
institution of the 


standing of the institute of Technology 
should not permit the desecration of 
the Lord's day under a pretext of 
geological study.
